Preliminary Examination of Parties 
Charged with Killing 8. C. Scoville | 


[rIFTH DAY.) 


Con Leary sworn—Live in Reno 
now. Ama laborer. Lived in Vi- 
ginia City six years. Have no family. 
Worked on the N. & O. R. R. as 
laborer since last April. Cogan told 
me October 26th at Camp 8 that I was 
to come to Reno nextday. He asked 
me first was there any money due me 
for August, and I said Les, and « 
little for July.” He asked me if he 
wanted me to do anything would 1 
doit. I said Of course I would do 
anything that it was my duty to do.” 
He said he would send the team over 
for me and some other men. We left 
early. We brought tools to work in Reno. 
Intended to work till noon, and then 
if I didn’t get my pay to quit and not 
work any more. Had been paid by 
McMechan and Scoville at times be- 
fore. There is no regular pay day. 
When we came to the office Cogan 
asked us what was up or what was the 
matter. Some one answered, and 
said: “We want some money.” He 
said, “Why dida’t you let me knew 
this morning.” When Col. Moore 
came in Cogan told him we wanted 
some money. I heard a noise but did 
not think of any row. Some one said 
“Come in men“ or “boys.” Cogan 
was in the front room and said Come 
on.” I went into the middle room 
because I thought I was going to get 
my money. As soon asl got in the 
shooting began, and I got out. I saw 
Scoville with a revolver as I went in. 
Judge Wheeler had a pistol. I turned 
back as quick as I could. I didn't 
ask any body for money. I saw 
Fowler in the room. He was thrown 
down in front of me on the floor. 
Scoville was going towards the south- 
west corner where a party was scuffl- 
ing. He had ao revolver in bis right 
hand, Wheeler was in the north-west 
corner witha revolver. Heard Cogan 
say that we wanted to go to the office 
and wait till we got our money, and 
if anyone came to “shove them out.” 
I had no understanding with anyone. 
Had received two or three pays at the 
office, I was not requested to arm 
myself or prepare myself for a fight. 
I would not do it for anybody. 
Seme one called for water in the 
inner room. It might be they called 
for order, but I think it was water. 
Judge Wheeler was holding his pistol 
out in front of hig. Scoville’s hand 
was raised up and pistol pointing up 
alittle. Then I got out very quick. 
Next time I saw Cogan he was out of 
doors. He had a pistol. He showed 
it tous across on the Depot Hotel 
platform. I saw Governor Wood's 
outside shouting, ‘Why did you do 
this, or couldn't they fix this without 
fighting, or something.” He was 
clapping his hands aud making a great 
fuss. I went back to camp in a loaded 
wagon with John Logan, Steve Mur- 
phy, Pat Shea and McMahon. Mar- 
phy and Logan had a row. Logan 
was very drunk when we got to camp. 
Everybody was talkiog about the 
shooting, etc. Did not hear any one 
say they had had many a fight of their 
own but that was the first time they 
had ever been hired to fight. Am 
boarding at Mrs, Couch's. 

Leary here turned to the Judge and 
asked permission to say a few words. 
He eaid for a week past shots, or in- 
sinuations, have been thrown at me as 
if I was in with Moore, by Mr. Me- 
‘Mehan. [ saw him at the corner, and 
he asked me if I was waiting for 
Moore. Another time he said, “How 
are you, old manf“ I returned the 
salute. He asked me if I was waiting 
to see Mr. Moore. I said, “No; nor 
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did not know what, I knew there 
was a disagreement. It looks to me 
now as if he feared trouble and wanted 
us to be there to help his side. 

Steven Murphy sworn—Went to 
work July 2nd. Oame from Boca; 
was cutting timber up there. Wages 
as shoveller are $1 a day and board 
as spiker, $1.25 and board; as steward 
$40 a month and board. Cogan 
showed me where to dig the ditch. I 
went to the office to get money. Had 
no money to get dinner. Tim Killa- 
ney told us we could get dinner at his 
restaurant. On the way to town Co- 
gan said, What I want you men for 
is to dig a ditch, and while you are 
there you can get your pay.” He 
said, if anybody tried to put us out to 
throw them out. I took no notice of 
it, At the meeting I heard some one 
call for water. I had no idea of in- 
terfering with anyone. I saw Cogan 
talking to Moore. Cogan got up and 
went across the room. He had no 
pistol then. Hedid not go back to 
his seat before the trouble. 

Albert C. Cole sworn— Was at Camp 
6 on the night of September 27th. 
Was hauling water. Logan came up 
to the fire and said they had a good 
deal of trouble in towa, and two men 
were shot dead. He said be had had 
many a scrape of his own before, but 
never was hired to fight before, and if 
he got out of this scrape be never 
would again. He was drunk, and did 
not bring it out plainly. I signed a 
psper once on the work. I once 
threatened to lick Teasely. 
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Stock at the Fair. 

While the display of blooded stock 
at the Fair is not so large as it has 
been, it is by far the most encouraging 
exhibition for the country east of the 
mountains that ever has been made. 
All of the stock comes from this side 
of the mountains in California, from 
Nevada or from Southern Oregon. It 
is of an exceptionally high grade, and 
speaks well for the quality of the fu- 
ture flocks and herds of Nevada. The 
cattle, sheep and horses are all of very 
superior breeds. Probably the largest 
animal here is Joe Marzen’s stallion 
Lord Wellington. He is a beautiful 
dark brown, with a coat so fine that 
every straw he lies On leaves a mark 
on it. He weighs about 1,800 pounds, 
and is from a high strain of ancestry. 
His father was Young Wellington, 
whose picture and pedigree appeared 
last week in the Pacific Rural Press,
